Under  this  Section  when  persons  (a)  are  suffering  from  grave 
chronic  disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated, 
are  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  and  (b)  are  unable  to  devote 
to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care 
and  attention,  the  local  authority  may  apply  to  a  Court  of  Summary 
Jurisdiction  for  an  Order  to  remove  the  person  to  a  suitable  place. 

Section  50 


Under  this  Section  the  Council  has  the  duty  to  arrange  for  the 
burial  of  any  xerson  who  has  died  in  their  area,  if  no  suitable 
arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body  are  being  made.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  water  supply  for  the  whole  of  the  district  is  provided 
by  the  Warrington  Corporation  -  the  offices  of  the  Water  Dept., 
are  at  Pinners  Brow,  Warrington. 

All  the  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  the  Lyram  source  now 
supplying  Grappenhall  and  parts  of  Stockton  Heath  is  softened. 

The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity.  However,  instances  of  taste  complaint  of  a  chlorophcnol 
taint  have  arisen  -  these  occur  intermittently  and  at  isolated 
places.  It  is  believed  that  these  are  due  to  deposition  of 
organic  matter  in  the  pipes  which  from  time  to  time  decompose 
to  react  with  chlorine  and  give  this  taint. 

The  Water  Engineer  supplies  copies  of  reports  on  chemical 
analysis  and  bacteriological  examination  of  water  samples  taken 
by  his  staff.  All  251  Bacteriological  and  9  chemical  were 
satisfactory. 

In  addition  this  department  carries  out  sampling  for 
bacteriological  examination  of  mains  and  private  supplies  twice 
per  year.  Ten  samples  were  taken  -  all  proved  satisfactory. 

Where,  as  a  result  of  sampling,  private  supplies  have  been 
established  as  unsatisfactory,  notices  advising  that  the  water 
be  boiled  or  chlorinated  prior  to  using  for  drinking,  dietetic 
and  dairy  purposes  are  sent  to  the  owners  and  occupiers. 

Analysts  reports  on  typica.1  samples  of  main  water  and 
details  of  dwellings  and  population  are  supplied  in  the  appendix. 

Lead  in  Water 


Arising  out  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  letter  of  the  17th 
November,  1967,  concerning  lead  in  drinking  water,  11  samples 
taken  by  the  Warrington  Water  Department  contained  less  than 
the  upper  limit  of  0.1  parts  per  million.  This  department  took 
two  samples  whore  it  was  known  Lake  Vyrnwy  water  was  supplied  or 
mixed  with  other  water.  One  sample  revealed  a  high  local  content 
(l .75  p.p.m.  after  48  hours  contact).  Investigations  are 
continuing  with  a  view  to  changing  the  supply  to  this  locality 
from  Vyrnwy  to  Warrington  sources. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  the 
following  information  on  the  progress  of  essential  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  schemes. 

Norley  -  Sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works.  Scheme 
prepared,  submitted  and  approved  technically  by  the  Ministry. 

Antrobus  -  Sewers  and  sewage  disposal  to  Comberbach 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  Northwich  R.D.C.  Scheme  submitted  to 
the  Ministry. 

Helsby  -  New  intercepting  sewers  end  extension  to  sewage 
disposal  works.  Extension  to  sewer  to  Prof fits  Lane. 

Moore  -  Sewage  disposal  improvements,  part  pumping  to 
Acton  Grange,  and  part  to  Runcorn  New  Town  Disposal  Works. 

Appleton  -  Firs  Lane  Disposal  Works  abolition  and 
sewage  pumping  scheme  in  preparation. 
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Preston  on  the  Hill/Dutton  -  Provision  will  be  made  in  Runcorn 
New  Town  sewerage  systems  to  receive  sewage  from  these  areas  of  the 
Runcorn  Rural  District  Council. 

Hatton  -  Sewage  disposal  improvements.  Preparatory  work  in

DRAINAGE 


Where  plans  are  submitted  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
involving  drainage  systems  not  connected  to  a  public  sewer,  the 
observations  of  this  department  have  been  sought  on  the  efficiency 
of  the  proposed  drainage  disposal.  In  cases  involving  discharge  to 
a  stream  or  water-course,  consent  is  required  from  the  River  Authority. 

The  Department  undertakes  the  clearing  of  combined  drainage 
systems  which  may  be  technically  severs,  where  these  are  not  the  main 
sewers  dealt  with  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  where  there  is 
reasonable  access  to  the  pipes. 

Simple  drain  stoppages  are  also  cleared  on  request  on  a  cost 
basis.  The  service  has  proved  most  useful  in  dealing  expeditiously 
with  these  problems. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


Liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Pollution  Officers  of  the  Ilersey 
and  Weaver  River  Authority.  Pollution  of  ditches  and  streams  remains 
a  problem  in  areas  without  sewers.  Private  owners  are  advised  on  the 
best  type  of  septic  tanks  and  filters  for  their  property.  Where  such 
properties  are  in  groups  the  final  satisfactory  solution  is  the 
provision  of  a  sewer  and  sewage  disposal  works. 

Liquor  from  cowsheds  and  silage  pits  presents  a  particularly 
difficult  problem  where  it  is  not  collected  and  returned  to  the  land 
as  manure.  With  the  increasing  development  of  intensive  animal 
husbandry  farmers  are  faced  with  the  fact  that  the  foul  drainage  must 
be  dealt  with  in  such  a  manner  as  to  avoid  nuisance  and  pollution  of 
ditches  and  watercourses. 

The  River  Authority  are  pressing  for  improvements  in  the 
treatment  of  trade  and  sewage  effluents  which  will  be  a  long  and 
expensive  matter.  Some  improvements  have  been  made. 

CLOSET  CONVERSIONS 

1  grant  was  made  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  and  12 
conversions  to  the  water  carriage  system  were  carried  as  part  of 
improvements  included  in  Improvement  Grant  Schemes, 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE 


This  service  is  carried  out  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
under  direct  labour. 

Disposal  -  Disposal  is  by  tipping  into  disused  sand  pits 
at  Whitley  by  agreement  with  the  owners,  Paper  Manufacturers. 

The  pits  are  partially  flooded,  therefore  the  tipping  of  household 
l'efuse  is  confined  to  the  area  above  water  level.  Inert  waste 
from  paper  manufacturing  is  tipped  into  the  flooded  area.  Pumping 
is  to  be  carried  out  in  one  pit,  at  present  unused,  to  give 
capacity  for  dry  tipping. 

All  tipping  is  now  controlled  at  Whitley  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  record  that  the  Council  agreed  to  make  available 
funds  for  the  purchase  of  sufficient  covering  material  to  enable 
this  policy  of  controlled  tipping  to  be  achieved.  A  wire  screen 
fence  and  moveable  screens  have  been  provided  to  attempt  to  deal 
with  windborne  paper.  Tree  planting  along  the  perimeter  near  the 
highway  is  to  be  carried  out. 

Collection  -  Household  refuse  is  collected  weekly  over 
most  of  the  district  -  a  few  of  the  more  rural  parts  have  a 
fortnightly  collection.  With  the  adoption  of  a  paper  sack  bin 
liner  and  reorganisation  it  is  hoped  to  make  the  collection  weekly 
throughout  the  district. 

Pail  and  chemical  closets  are  emptied  weekly. 

A  more  frequent  collection  of  trade  refuse,  particularly 
from  food  premises, would  effect  a  desirable  improvement  in  the 
general  hygiene  of  such  premises. 

A  litter  compound  has  been  provided  at  Stockton  Heath  to 
receive  rubbish  brought  by  the  public.  This  is  xfell  used  -  its 
siting  is  a  contentious  matter,  but  undoubtedly  the  casual  dumping 
in  ditches  and  on  road  verges  in  that  part  of  the  district  has  been 
noticeably  reduced.  Consideration  is  now  to  be  given  to  providing 
further  such  compounds. 

Cleaning  up  waste  areas  of  land  which  are  untidy  by  reason 
of  dumped  rubbish  is  now  carried  out  within  the  limits  of 
available  labour. 

Cesspool  emptying  Service  -  The  two  cesspool  emptying 
vehicles  are  used  for  de sludging  septic  and  sottling  tanks  on 
Council  and  private  property,  and  for  the  collection  of  nightsoil. 
The  Council  give  a  free  service  for  emptying  wholly  domestic 
septic  tanks  once  per  year  on  application,  the  applicant  to  have 
the  access  covers  of  the  tanks  loosened  and  opened  up  in 
readiness.  Difficulty  is  experienced  in  keeping  pace  with  the 
demand.  The  charge  for  industrial  and  farm  liquor  tanks  remains 
at  30/-  per  hour.  All  owners  of  properties  having  septic  tanks 
have  been  invited  to  make  use  of  this  service. 

PRIVATE  TIPS 


Supervision  of  these  continued.  Problems  have  been  as  at 
other  tips  -  the  dispersal  of  loose  paper  by  wind,  occasional 
fires,  and  the  tendency  of  the  operators  to  deposit  unauthorised 
and  offensive  material. 
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NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT.  I960 


In  general  noise  from  existing  establishments  is  accepted, 
apart  from  when  new  houses  are  built  close  to  a  noise  source. 
Alterations  in  character  and  timing  of  the  noises  also  bring 
complaints.  Launderettes  when  contiguous  to  dwelling  houses  have 
been  a  problem,  but  managements  have  been  co-operative. 

There  was  one  complaint  concerning  a  circular  saw.  The 
business  was  commenced  without  Planning  permission  and  was 
subsequently  discontinued. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1  956 

No.  2A  Walton  West  Smoke  Control  Area  -  some  500  houses  - 
was  confirmed  without  opposition.  The  scheme  is  well  under  way. 

The  next  Smoke  Control  Area  -  No.  3  (Stockton  Heath  West) 
was  made  in  November  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry. 

Consideration  was  given  to  commencing  smoke  control  in 
Frodsham  and  Helsby,  and  the  Council  agreed,  in  principle,  to 
proceed  in  the  next  Financial  Year. 

An  atmospheric  monitoring  apparatus  is  operated  at  Castle 
Park,  Frodsham,  there  already  being  one  at  the  District  Office, 
Stockton  Heath,  operated  by  the  Central  Electricity  Generating 
Board.  Recordings  are  shown  on  the  Graph  in  the  Appendix. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  Clean  Air  Society. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION 


Two  full  time  Public  Health  Operatives  are  employed;  they 
carry  out  mainly  rodent  control  but  have  other  duties. 

A  limited  number  of  farm  contracts  have  been  secured,  and 
particular  effort  is  made  to  obtain  those  where  a  farm  is  in  a 
built-up  area  so  that  block  treatment  can  be  carried  out  with 
the  adjacent  properties  where  necessary. 

Farmers  are  supplied  with  Warfarin  on  charge  when  requested, 
and  advice  is  always  available.  Inspections  are  carried  out  under 
the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

Treatment  was  offered  to  industrial  premises  at  a  charge  of 
cost  of  labour  and  materials.  Some  of  these,  including  schools, 
receive  treatment  a3  required  on  this  basis:  57  preferred  to  enter 
into  contracts  amounting  to  £515.  Dwelling  houses  receive  free 
treatment  unless  the  infestation  is  due  to  lack  of  hygiene  from 
the  unsatisfactory  keeping  of  animals  or  poultry.  Warfarin  with 
a  wheatmeal  base  is  used  with  satisfactory  results. 

The  Council  have  17  tips,  sewage  outfalls  and  properties 
which  receive  treatment  as  required. 

Fluorac  tamido  treatment  in  sewers  has  been  adopted  with 
good  results. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made,  including  reinspections, 
was  2 , 1 92 . 
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INSECT  PESTS 


The  Department  deals  with  insect  pests  in  dwelling  houses 
on  request  without  charge,  except  that  a  nominal  charge  of  5 / - 
for  the  destruction  of  wasps  nests  is  made.  The  same  service 
is  available  to  commercial  premises  on  a  cost  basis. 

Routine  preventative  insecticide  spraying  was  carried 
out  at  the  School  canteens  and  kitchens  three  times  -  Easter, 
Whitsuntide  and  Midsummer,  for  the  Education  Authority. 

SWIMMING  BATHS 


There  are  no  Public  Swimming  Baths  in  the  district. 
CARAVAN  SITES 


Further  progress  was  made  in  providing  individual 
closet  and  site  amenities  at  a  large  site  at  Frodsham  where  a 
sewer  was  laid.  One  site  at  Grappenhall  has  finally  received 
Planning  Permission,  and  site  amenities  are  to  be  provided. 

A  site  at  Appleton  is  being  run  down.  Other  sites  are  in  a 
reasonable  condition. 

The  number  of  caravan  licences  is  48  (including  28 
single  caravans)  for  a  total  of  381  residential  and  127 
recreational  caravans. 

The  estimated  number  of  persons  occupying  these 
caravans  in  summer  is:-  Residential  820,  Recreational  380. 

Number  of  unauthorised  or  lapsed  sites  -  7  comprising 
21  residential  caravans.  The  unauthorised  sites  are  referred 
to  the  Clerks  Department,  and  in  certain  cases  enforcement 
action  is  taken  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act. 

The  number  of  fixed  type  dwellings  licensed  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  269,  is  4.

Farm  A.  A  sample  of  cream  sold  raw  to  the  public  was  found 
to  be  infected  with  Brucella  Abortus  organisms.  A  Regulation  20 
Notice  was  ser/ed  and  the  farmer  now  buys  in  Brucella  free  cream 
for  retail. 

Following  receipt  of  information  that  raw  milk  samples  from 
the  following  farms  were  positive  on  culture  for  Brucella  Abortus 
organisms,  the  action  detailed  was  taken. 

Farm  B.  A  Regulation  20  Notice  was  served.  The  farmer  had 
blood  tests  carried  out.  Five  cows  proved  positive  and  were 
disposed  of.  The  Notice  was  subsequently  withdrawn. 
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Farm  C.  Following  the  taking  of  the  samples  the  farmer 
arranged  for  the  herd  to  be  blood  tested,  and  subsequently- 
disposed  of  the  only  suspect  animal  before  the  result  of  the 
cultural  examination  of  the  original  milk  sample  was  available. 
A  Regulation  20  Notice  was  not  served,  and  subsequent 
investigations  confirmed  that  the  herd  was  free  from  Brucella 
infection. 

Farm  D.  A  Regulation  20  Notice  was  served.  Following 
investigations  the  farmer  disposed  of  the  two  ring  positive 
cows  in  the  herd.  The  Notice  was  subsequently  withdrawn.

Runcorn  Divisional  Health  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
the  Divisional  Health  Department  during  1968. 

The  year  has  seen  the  appointment  of  an  Area  Nursing  Officer 
responsible  for  the  day  to  day  administrationocf  the  Nursing  Services 
in  the  Runcorn,  Mid-Cheshire  and  Nantwich  Divisions  and  the  delegation 
to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  the  responsibility  for  co-ordinating 
the  work  of  the  members  of  the  various  sections  of  the  County  Health  Department 
in  the  Division. 

Due  to  illness  amongst  medical  and  administrative  staff 
and  the  failure  to  fill  the  vacancy  for  an  Occupational  Therapist,  1968  was 
a  difficult  year  and  we  did  not  achieve  the  improvement  in  some  of  the 
services  that  I  had  hoped  for.  Unfortunately ,  the  vacancy  for  a  medical  officer 

remains  unfilled,  but  the  administrative  and  occupational  therapist  problems 
have  been  solved,  and  I  look  forward  to  expansion  of  our  services,  particularly 
in  workfor  the  physically  handicapped. 

Liaison  with  the  other  Health  and  Social  services  continues 
to  improve  and  the  bond  should  be  even  closer  with  the  opening  of  the  first 
of  the  new  Health  Centres,  and  proposed  attachment  of  nursing  staff  to 
General  Practitioners  during  the  coming  year. 

I  could  not  close  this  foreword  without  expressing  my 
appreciation  of  the  assistance  given  to  me  by  Mr.  Lewis  and  the  Divisional 
Health  staff,  and  thanking  you  all,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  for  your  support 
and  interest.

CHILD  WELFARE  CLINIC  ATTENDANCES 

ihe  Sheldon  report  on  'Child  Welfare  Centres’  published  in  1967  made 
the  following  principal  recommendations 

(1)  Infants  should  have  a  routine  medical  examination  on  first 
attending  the  clinic,  again  at  six  months  and  at  about  the 
time  of  each  birthday  until  the  fourth.  These  routine 
examinations  should  coincide  with  tests  for  specific  handicaps. 

(2)  The  Doctor  and  Health  Visitor  must  continue  to  advise  on  infant 
nutrition  and  hygiene. 

(3)  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  develop  Health  Education  activities 
within  the  centre. 

(4)  Doctors  working  in  the  centres  require  an  understanding  of  the 
psychology  of  the  family  and  should  be  able  to  give  the  time  to 
listen  to  the  anxieties  of  parents. 

(5)  The  Doctor  and  Health  Visitor  have  a  unique  part  to  play  in 
the  detection  and  management  of  emotional  illness  and  in  the 
counselling  of  parents  of  handicapped  children. 

can  seen  from  the  above,  there  will  be  a  change  in  the  function 
ol  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  with  a  decrease  in  the  routine  weighing  of  healthy 
babies,  and  an  increasing  move  to  the  prevention  and  early  detection  of 
emotional  and  physical  abnormalities  of  the  child  and  the  family. 


This  change  is  already  being  seen  in  the  drop  in  the  number  of  visits 
of  children  under  the  age  of  12  months  to  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics.  Unfortunately 
here  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  young  children  seen,  but  this  is  largely 
due  to  the  shortages  of  suitably  trained  medical  staff.  In  this  connection  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  the  County  Health  Department  has  held  its  first  course  on 
Developmental  Paediatrics  for  Clinic  Doctors.

The  Nursery  is  open  from  7*45  a.m.  to  5»0  p.m.  Monday  to  Friday. 


It  is  a  Training  Nursery  preparing  students  to  take  the  N.N.E.B. 
examination.  During  the  year  two  students  were  in  training,  one  in  her 
first  year  and  one  her  second  year.  Students  are  exchanged  with  a  Nursery 
School  in  Chester  to  provide  them  with  experience  in  baby  care.  The  student 
who  took  her  examination  in  June  was  successful,  and  is  now  employed  as  a 
Nursery  Nurse  in  the  Dunsdale  Residential  Nursery  at  Frodsham. 

At  the  31st  December  1968,  the  number  of  children  on  the  register 
was  45«  There  were  35  priority  children,  30  of  these  paying  reduced  fees, 
as  follows  :-

The  Nursery  continues  to  have  for  short  stays  a  number  of  children  whose

CERVICAL  SMEAR  CLINICS 

The  numbers  attending  the  clinics  were  disappointing.  However,  the 
possibility  of  introducing  a  comprehensive  service  for  the  whole  of  the  female 
population  of  the  County  over  21  years  of  age,  employing  the  Council's  computer 
in  much  the  same  way  as  in  the  very  successful  immunisation  scheme,  is  being 
actively  pursued  by  the  County  Health  Department.  This  may  well  prove  to  be 
a  turning  point  in  this  service.

During  the  year,  Measles  vaccine  became  available  and  was  offered 
to  children  between  1  and  7  years  of  age.  Unfortunately  this,  combined  with 
other  administrative  problems,  made  it  impossible  to  complete  the  school 
immunisation  programme.  However,  at  the  time  of  writing,  substantial  progress 
has  been  made  in  bringing  this  programme  up  to  date. 

This  is  the  first  full  year  that  the  computer  immunisation  scheme 
was  fully  operative  in  the  Division,  and  it  can  be  seen  that  it  has  had  a 
substantial  effect  in  improving  the  primary  protection  of  children. 

The  increase  in  primary  vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  almost 
certainly  the  result  of  the  implementation  of  this  scheme. 

The  programme  of  immunisation  procedure  has  recently  been  amended 
and  now  includes  Measles  vaccination  and  it  is,  therefore,  hoped  that  as 
parents  receive  notifications  for  their  children  to  attend  for  Measles 
vaccination,  the  fo  protected  against  this  disease,  which  does  have  serious 
complications,  will  rise  during  1 9^9 -

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SERVICES  FOR  THE  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 


I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  W.R.V.S.  for 
organising  the  Social  and  Handicraft  sessions  for  the  physically  handicapped 
in  Frodsham  and  Stockton  Heath.  At  Stockton  Heath  these  sessions  are  held 
on  the  1st,  2nd  and  4th  Tuesday  afternoons  and  at  Frodsham,  on  the  1st, 

3rd  and  5"th  Thursday  afternoons. 

The  vacancy  for  an  occupational  therapist  remained  unfilled  at  the 
end  of  the  year  and  no  developments  took  place  in  the  social  provisions  for 
the  physically  handicapped. 

Car  Badges  for  the  Disabled  Drivers 

Persons  who  are  seriously  handicapped  and  can  only  walk  a  very 
limited  distance  are  eligible  to  receive,  on  application,  two  stick-on  car 
badges  identifying  them  as  physically  handicapped.  This  scheme  was 
introduced  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  an  effort  to  assist  such  drivers  to 
receive  extra  consideration  when  parking,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that 
possession  of  the  badges  does  not  confirm  any  legal  rights  whatsoever.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVILE 


Mental  Illness  continues  to  form  the  larger  part  of  the  v;ork 
of  the  staff  of  the  Mental  Health  Department.  Despite  a  member  of  the 
staff  being  seconded  on  a  Training  Course  and  there  being  staff  changes, 
the  Service  has  managed  to  meet  the  many  demands  made  on  it.  An  excellent 
liaison  exists  between  Consultant  Psychiatrists,  General  Practitioners, 
and  staff  of  the  other  Health  and  Social  Services. 

Statutory  duties  are  laid  on  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  under  the 
Mental  Health  Act,  1 959 *  and  in  order  to  comply  with  these  duties,  a  24  hour 
service,  operated  by  a  rota  system  for  out-of-office  hours,  week-ends, 

Bank  Holidays,  etc.  is  provided. 

A  Therapeutic  Psychiatric  Social  Club  is  held  at  Frbdsham  fortnightly 
on  Monday  evenings,  and  one  of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  attends. 

The  number  of  children  commencing  attendance  at  Junior  Training 
Centres  has  continued  to  increase  but  for  the  first  time  there  is  a  waiting 
list  for  admission  to  the  Special  Care  Unit  at  the  Northwich  Junior  Training 
Centre. 


During  the  year  a  group  of  parents  and  other  voluntary  helpers 
in  Frodsham  formed  a  Club  which  meets  at  the  Frodsham  Clinic  Centre. 

The  object  of  the  Club  is  to  provide  a  meeting  point  for  the  parents  of 
Mentally  Handicapped  Children  under  the  age  of  5  where  they  can  discuss 
problems  which  they  have  in  common  and  arrange  a  programme  of  expert 
speakers.  Another  group  of  parents  and  helpers  formed  a  Social  Club  for 
Mentally  Handicapped  Children,  and  this  meets  weekly  at  St.  Andrew’s  Hall, 
Runcorn.  Both  these  groups  fill  very  real  needs  felt  by  parents  and  their 
children. 


The  majority  of  children  in  the  Division  attend  the  Northwich 
Junior  Training  Centre  and  a  small  number  under  five  years  of  age  attend 
The  Rowans,  Altrincham  -  a  Nursery  Centre  run  by  the  National  Society  for 
Mentally  Handicapped  Children. 


Further  expansion  at  the  Northwich  Adult  Training  Centre  will  not 
be  possible  until  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  which  is  temporarily 
situated  at  the  Centre,  is  moved  to  the  new  offices  in  Northwich  town  centre. 
As  a  result,  adult  trainees  from  the  Runcorn,  Frodsham  and  Helsby  areas 
attend  the  Ellesmere  Port  Adult  Training  Centre.

Medical  Officers  and  these  discussions  are  of  great  help  in  assessing 
social,  physical  and  emotional  needs  of  trainees  and  their  families. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  agreed  to 
sponsor  the  formation  of  a  local  branch  of  the  National  Society  for  Mentally 
Handicapped  Children. 

Short  Term  Care,  to  allow  parents  to  have  a  holiday  or  because 
of  family  illness,  was  provided  in  seven  cases.
